ny Expreſiions to the ſame Purpoſe; So that as 
Shade to Light ; as the Picture of the Sun in wa- 
ter, unto the Real Globe in the Firmament ; as 
Painters Flame, unto a Burning Fire; or what- 
ever elſe are moſt diftant from the things they Fi- 
gure; ſo is the-ſoul of Man if compared to God. 
So that when we ſay God is 4 Spirit, the meaning 
is, God is a Being, Infinitely Perfect and Pure in 
himſelf, but altogether Incomprehenfible and 
Inexpreſſible by us. And ſo much for the ſe. 
cond 9xcry, in what ſenſe God 3s a Spirit. 

The Uſe or Infexence from hence is that Spiri- 
tual Worſhip is the onely True Worſhip, That 1s to 
ſay, In all our Pravers and Addreſſes to God, we 
muſt fix an eye of Faith, eſpecially and mainly, 
upon thoſe Attributes and Deſcriptions of God, 
which do moſtclearly repreſent and expreſle his 
Spiritual Nature unto us.

ing of all thoſe Expreſſions 1s this, that what 
kind of Outward Reverence we ſhow unto per- 
ſons, to whom we are ſo related, as a *ybje# is 
to his Prizce, or a Sor to his Father, or a Servant 
to his Maſterz the ſame by way of Analogy and 
Proportion, we ſhould ſhow to God, in the In- 
ward Frame and Deportment of our Spirits, 
when we appear before him in any ſolemn way

Now to advance and raiſe up the mind unto 
this neceſlary pitch of Devotion , there can be 
no better expedient given, then fixedly to con- 
temp:ate the Spirituality of Gods Nature, unto 
which our worſhip muſt bear ſome proportion ; 
and that will be, by faſtning upon thoſe Arttri- 


butes 
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butes ,Þich do moſt repreſent his Spiritual Na- 
tureunto us. What thoſe Attributes are, from 
what hath been ſaid, mav eaſily be gathered 3 for 
ſince Power , Freſerce, and Knowledge, are thele 
Actions of the Soul, which do cemoiiit50ee ir 20 
be a Spirit; it will follow then, ſince God 3s 4 
Spirit, the Attributes which do moſt declare him 
to be ſo, are theſe three. 1. His Ommipotence, 
2. Bis Ommipreſence. 3. His Omniſtience; which 
ought moſt intently to be eyed by us, inour 
Worſhip of, and Addrefſles to Him. 

I. Firſt, The firſt Attribute we ſhould fix upen 
in our Worſhip of God, is his Omnipetence 5 
which 1s in many and ſeveral Forms expreſſed in 
Scripture, all which, like ſo many lines point- 
ing at one Center, do but ſpeak this T ruth, that 
God can do what he will, and that nothing car 
withſtand his VVill; becauſe the Will of the Crea- 
ture, is onely Gods Creature 3; itis his Wheel 
inthe VVatch, and moves onely as ke will turn 
it; And the Pottcy cannot have more abſolute 

wer over,or leſle reſiſtance from the Clay then 
God our Maker hath, it he ſo pleaſe toorder it, 
from us his VVorkmanſhip. 

The conſideration of this, at that time when 
we come to VVorſhipGod, befides that it gives 
God the Honour of his Power, which he delires 
ſhould be Magnified 3 will be of Infinite uſe to 
us, inall the Courſe of our Lives, and in thoſe 
ſeveral ſcenes of Providence we way fall un- 
der.
